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BRITAIN'S FIRST ATOMIC 
PILE, DESIGNATED ‘GLEEP,’ 
I$ PLACED IN OPERATION 


LONDON, Aug. 16 (UP)— 
RITAIN became the second 
B nation in the world with a 
working atomic pile today 
as the first nuclear fission 
plant. .at Harwell, 12 miles 
south of Oxford, began ticking. 

The United Kingdom’s first 
atomic pile is called “Gleep” 
(graphite low energy experi- 
mental pile) and was built pri- 
marily for experiments in nu- 
clear physics. It will be used 
to produce radio-active isotopes . 
for biological and medical re- 
search. 

The pile is the first of three 
planned by Britain. Another 
will start operation at Harwell 
next year and an atomic energy 
power plant will go up along 
the Cumberland coast in north- 
west England.

Despite Soviet charges that the 
agreement violated the U. N.-Char- 
ter, the council approved by a vote 
of 13-to-3 an American proposal 
to accept the agreement and to 
recommend its approval by the 
General Assembly. 

Only Russia, White Russia and 
Norway voted against the resolu- 
tion, Czechoslovakia and New 
Zealand abstained, 

Earlier Russia was defeated, 14 
to 3, when it moved formally to 
send the agreement back to the 
negotiating committee for revi- 
sion. The council also rejected a 
Norwegian proposal to defer ac- 
tion until specific directives were 
laid down by the general assem- 


y. 
Night Session Results. 

The fight over the bank devel- 
oped as the council drove toward 
adjournment of its four-week ses- 
sion, As a result of the long de- 
bate, the delegates were forced to 
go into a night session. 

The American proposal approved 
by the council also recommended 
that the General Assembly accept 
a similar draft agreement bring- 
ing the. International Monetary 
©'Fund into relationship with the 
U.N. The two agreements were 
debated jointly.

‘ir or ly grew out, of the 
Bretton Woods conference and 
were intended to aid the recon- 
struction and development of the 
world’s war-wrecked economy. So 
far they have had no direct con-

} Opponents of the draft agree- 
ment contended that the Inter- 


jnational Bank had sought excep-

The section of the agreement 
dealing with loans provoked the 
most controversy.

“The United Nations recognizes 
that the action taken by the Bank 
on any loan is a matter to be de- 
termined by the independent exer- 
cise of the Bank’s own judgment. 

The United Nations recognizes 
therefore that it would be sound 
policy to refrain from making rec- 
ommendations to the Bank with 
respect to particular loans or with 
respect to terms or conditions of 
financing by the bank.”

Authorities had not determined 
whether there were 11 persons or 
nine aboard the plane when it 
crashed, but the known missing 
were the pilot, Richard Granere 
of Miami; Co-Pilot Andrew 
Fisher, Radio Operator William 
Miller, Assistant Mechanic Haakon 
Jgertsen, and two men of un- 
known nationality identified only 
as Ibarfa and Ferreira. First re- 
ports said the craft was a “mys- 
tery plane” involved in some mis- 
sion connected with the Para- 
guayan civil war, but authorities 
said Dineen’s story refuted those

WHITEHAVEN, England, Aug. 
16 (UP)—The blackened bodies of 
54 miners were found today deep 


in the undersea workings of the 
William coal mine, but the dis- 
covery of three men alive raised 
hope “a little” for 60 still missing. 
One hundred seventeen men 
were working in the 140-year-old 
mine early last night. when a vi- 
olent explosion flashed through 
the diggings. Ten men who were 
installing new timbers to hold the 
roof of the mine up escaped, al- 
though they were severely shaken. 
The other 107 were trapped be-

The fund’s articles of agreement 
now permit short-term “loans” to 
member countries temporarily 
lacking funds required for trading 
purposes. 

Could Draw 25 Pct. a Year, 

Members can draw up to 25 per 
cent of their subscriptions annual- 
ly. This means that Britain, which 
has contributed $1,300,000,000, thus 
could get up to $325,000,000 an- 
nually if the fund’s board of di- 
rectors approves, 

American Government officials 
opposed to Dalton’s suggestion 
said they believe any move by the 
fund to permit long-term loans— 
which apparently is what Britain 
wants—will make it impossible for 
this international agency to carry 
out the purpose for which it was 
established, to stabilize world cur- 
rency.

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WEST FRANKFORT, IIl., Aug. 
16—Federal inspectors continued

vast workings of Orient Mine No. 
2 here, seeking causes of the ex- 
Pplosion of methane gas which 
killed three men and injured two 
others Thursday night. 

In preliminary reports to the 
Bureau of Mines in Washington, 
the inspectors said they thought 
sparks from an electrical cutting 
machine ignited the gas. 

A member of the State Mining 
Board, Murrell Reak of West 
Frankfort, who inspected the 
mine yesterday, expressed the 
opinion that a temporary failure 
in the ventilation system was re- 
sponsible for the blast. 

Silent on Any Negligence. 

Reak said “an interruption in 
the orderly course of ventilation” 
probably permitted gas to accumu- 
late in the area where the men 
were killed. He declined to say 
. whether he or state inspectors 
found any evidence of negligence. 

“You'll find gas in any mine in 
Franklin county every night,” 
Reak said. “There's nothing un- 
usual in that.” 

Findings of the state inspectors 
will be announced Monday at a 
meeting of the State Mining 
- Board in Herrin. 

No official report has been 
made yet by the federal inspec- 
tors. If they approve the mine 
after their inspections, work will 
be resumed Monday, General Su- 
' perintendent John Rodenbush said. 
. The area of the blast was being 
cleared of debris today, he added. 

Statement by U. S. Official.

Carter’s Recommendation. 


Stating that no workable ordi- 
nance could be written until it 
was determined what caused the 
dust nuisance in St. Louis, Carter 
recommended last October that 
the city hire a staff of research 
engineers to study the problem 
for a year. He estimated this 
would cost about $15,000, 

Carter said that the dust prob- 
lem, caused chiefly by manufac- 
turing processes, required study 
“because so little is known about 
it.” He urged that St. Louis 
take the lead in attempting to 
contro] air pollution but felt the 
study was necessary to writing an 
effective control measure. 

“When the city sought to elimi- 
nate smoke, it was known that 
high volatile fuels could be burned 
smokelessly in certain mechanical 
devices 4nd that other fuels were 
relatively smokeless,” he said. 
“Consequentiy;’the city was: able 
to enact a workable ordinance by 
setting up reqtirements on fuels 
and firing methods. Very little 
is known about air pollution con- 
trol.” | 

Carter said that all plants con- 
structed in St. Louis since the 
enactment of the smoke ordinance 
were operating ip conformity with 
the fly ash control provisions of. 
the ordinance. All except two of 
those built previous jo the ordi- 
nance are also complying, he 
said. These two are now install- 
ing the necessary equipment, de- 
livery of which was delayed ‘dur- 
ing the war, he stated. 

Fly Ash Not Only Offender. 


He said little of the dust prob- 
lem was really a fly ash problem, 
Studies made last year by the 
Division of Smoke Control showed 
many other materials in the s0- 
called fly ash, he said. These in- 
cluded small particles of glass, 
silica, wool, cinders and chem- 
icals.

Pedestrian ‘Walk’. Lights 
Considered by Board 
Named by St. Louis 
Safety Council, 


A bill to control movement of 
pedestrians is being prepared by 
the city traffic division at the re- 

vest of a committee of the St. 

uis Safety Council, Arthur C. 
Meyers, director of streets and 
sewers, announced yesterday. 

Appointed June 14, the commit- 
tee also is making plans to con- 
duct a vigorous safety compaign 
in the fall, Meyers said. Besides 
Meyers, members of the commit- 
tee are: Louis Antoine, chairman; 
Chief of Police Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell, W. A. Pickerel, J. L. Steven- 
son, treasurer of the Safety Coun- 
cil, and Louis J. Hoffmann, bua 
ness manager of the Star-Times. 

Pedestrian “walk” lights were 
being considered by the safety 
committee. Meyers said, “but it 
was decided a good pedestrian 
control ordinance should be 
passed to make enforcement ef- 
fective. 

“There is a difference of opin- 
ion among traffic experts on the 
advisability of installing walk 
lights for pedestrians. A large 
number of traffic engineers are of 
the opinion that if a pedestrian 
walk light is installed, it should 
be of the type that halts all ve- 
hicular traffic while the pedes- 
trian is crossing.” 

Meyers said traffic lights alse 
will be considered by. the Mayor’s 
traffic committee at its next 
meeting. 

Regarding one-directional traf- 
fic signals, Meyers said there was 
“no doubt an intersection with a 
traffic signal which operates 
without left turns is most de 
sirable.” But, he pointed out, at 
some intersections left turns must 
be made because busses are routed 
in that manner. The possibility of 
eliminating left turns at some 
intersection was being studied, he 
added, 

The city tried a pedestrian con- 
trol ordinance for 30 days in the 
1920s, he recalled, but it was 
dropped as a result of criticism 
that the law interfered with the 
rights of individuals.

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PEPPER FOR BROADENING 
MARSHALL AID PROGRAM 


Plan Too Narrow, Senator Says, Declaring 
It Should Take in All 
Needing Help. 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
today called the Marshall plan for 
rebuildihg Europe “too narrow” 
and proposed that it be broadened 
to take in “every nation in the 
world that needs help,” including 
Russia. 

The Senator, who reported that 
he had discussed hig foreign policy 
views with President* Truman in 
a White House visit earlier, told a 
news conference he does not be- 
lieve “we should exclude economic 
aid in those political areas we 
don’t like.” ‘ 

In an accompanying formal 
statement, Pepper asserted that 
the Republican-dominated Con- 
gress “has made reaction in do- 
mestic. policy the most potent 
force shaping our foreign policy.” 

In an arraignment of the na- 
tion’s international program, he 
declared that “we have laid down 
insupportable conditions for eco- 
nomic aid, conditions which are 
sowing distrust even among those 
nations we do offer aid.” 

hesponse to Questions. 

In response to questions he said 
he and President Truman had 
gone oyer foreign policies “in an 
explordtory way.” Pepper voted 
against Truman’s proposal to ex- 
tend $400,000,000 in economic and 
military aid to Greece and Turkey 
in the last session of Congress and 
has criticized the Administration’s 
stiffened attitude toward Russia. 

“The President and I are both 
clear in the objective that we want 
peace,” the Senator declared.

in separate ways for it and some- 
times. together.” 

Pepper previously had predicted 
Truman’s renomination and re- 
election. He said their differ- 
ences over foreign policy matters 
need not disturb their relations 
as members of the Democratic 
party, although he added that he 
and Henry A, Wallace agree “on 
a great many things.” Wallace has 
indicated he will pot support Tru- 
man for re-election. 

Objections to Plan 

The Florida senator announced 
that he is “in favor” of the Mar- 
shall plan and will vote for it 
when it comes before Congress, 
Nevertheless, he complained that 
it is “too narrow.” 

“The economy of the world is 
one,” he told reporters, “It makes 
no difference where political and 
geographic lines are drawn, I’m 
in favor of the Marshall plan and 
am going to support it, but I am 
just as much in favor of a Mar- 
shall plan for the Balkans, the 
Middle East, Asia and other parts 
of the world.” 

The Marshall plan, as set forth 
by Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall, calls for European 
countries to see how much they 
can help themselves, this to be 
supplemented by financial aid 
from the United States. 

Russia and its satellites have 
steered clear of participation. As 
Pepper put it, “Looking at it 
superficially,” they seem to have 
“excluded themselves.”

SOFIA, Aug. 16 (UP) — Nikola 
Petkov, leader of the opposition 
Agrarian party, was sentenced to 


death today on a charge of hav-'

Communist-dominated Fatherland 
Front government. 


Petkov was also found guilty 
on four minor counts and was 
given jail sentences aggregating 
45 years, fined 500,000 leva and 
was deprived of his citizenship 
rights. He had pleaded not guilty 
to all charges and the court an- 
nounced that the sentences could 
be appealed within two weeks. 

Officials set no time, place or 
date for the execution. 


Four co-defendants, all of whom 
pleaded guilty and gave testimony 
aimed at linking Petkov with 
plans for a revolution, drew pris- 
on sentences ranging from five 
to 15 years and deprivation of 
rights from eight to 20 years. 

Others’ Sentences, 

Sentences of the other defend- 
ants were: 

Col. Marko Ivanov, the alleged 
contact-man between Petkov and 
the “conspirators”—15 years’ im- 
prisonment and 20 years’ depriva- 
tion of rights. 


Col. Boris Gergov and Maj. 
Athanas Athanassov, both alleged 
members of an Army conspiracy 
group — 10 years’ imprisonment 
and 15 years’ deprivation of 
rights. 

Dimiter Ivanov, a minor official 
fm Petkov's national Agrarian 
Union party and alleged director 
of sabotage for Petkov — five 
years’ imprisonment and eight 
years’ deprivation of rights. 

Presiding Judge Naiden Rai- 
chev of the Sofia District Court 
read the senterces “in the name 
of the national republic of Bul- 

.” There was no demonstra- 
tion in the courtroom, where for 
eight days the prosecution had 
paraded 65 witnesses and Petkov 
stood alone to defend himself. 


Death Sentence Demanded. 


Resolutions demanding the 
death sentence had been passed 
by organizations throughout the 
country. Newspapers declared 
that inasmuch as “the court rep- 
resented the people,” it had no 
choice but to inflict the death 


penalty. 


Petkov was jailed June 6 on a. 


charge that he had been “conspir- 
img” against the government for 
23 months. When his trial opened 
Aug. 5, the four co-defendants be- 
gan testimony accusing Petkov as 
jeader of the plot. ; 

Dimiter’® Ivanov told the court 
that Petkov had informed him 
that the Allies would never per- 
mit Bulgaria to be “communized.” 
He said Petkov had fancied him- 
self leader of the United States- 
British-sponsored government 
which would replace the Father- 
Jand Front. 

Petkov denied the charge and 
the allegations of the co-defend- 
ants. He said he wanted “to rouse 

e people to fight the Fatherland 
mt at the ballot box.” 

Petkov was named minister 
without portfolio Sept. 9, 1944. He 
resigned in July 1945 under pres- 
sure. He had urged Allied super- 
vision of elections in his country, 
in accordance with the Yalta 

greements. 


RWAY MEETING OF AIRLINES

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Legislation to Be Based 
on Inquiries Being 
Conducted by House 
Labor Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (UP)— 
Members of the House Labor Com- 
mittee are quietly working out a 
program to bring union racket- 
a6 under strict federal pen- 


ties, , 

The legislation will be based 
on investigations now being con- 
ducted by subcommittees. Two 
groups are in the field and a 
third is scheduled to begin its in- 
quiries soon. 

- Results of the investigation 
will be gone over carefully in the 
fall by the committee’s legal ex- 
perts. On the basis of their find- 
ings, legislation will be drawn 
up and presented to the next ses- 
sion: of the Eightieth Congress. 


Comprehensive Bill Planned. 


Committee Chairman Hartley 
(Rep.), New Jersey, told reporters 
prior to his departure for Los 
Angeles to supervise one of the 
investigations, that the measure 
would “comprehensive enough 
to handle the problem on a na- 


tional scale.” 

At present, the only major 
federal statute covering labor 
racketeering is the so-called 
Hobbs Act. It is intended pri- 
marily to cover interstate trans- 
portation by trucks. 

“This measure does not meet 
many of the problems that come 
to my office every day,” Hartley 
said. “The truth is that there 
are many people throughout the 
nation who live in daily terror of 
the activities of union racketeers.” 


Cites Complaint From Vendor. 


He cited a complaint he had 
received ‘from a candy vendor at 
a Chicago baseball, park who as- 
serted he was Yorced to pay

State Department’s No. 3 


William L. Clayton Made 
Under Secretary for Eco- 
nomic Affairs by Special 
Act of Congress; Was Born 
in Sharecropper’s Cabin.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. 

F Henry James were searching the State 

Department for a typical American diplo- 

mat, he would pass over not a few of its 
wellborn, college-bred professionals. But 
the novelist’s eye would dwell on a spare, 
courtly and towering figure, with distin- 
guished white hair and the profile of an 
eagle, who was born in a Mississippi share- 
cropper’s cabin and left school in the eighth 
grade to drive a laundry truck. 

When establishing his present office of 
Under Secretary of State for Economic Af- 
fairs, Congress paid William Lockhart Clay- 
ton the honor of framing a special act. 
The department had been slow to abandon 
a prejudice against soiling its hands with 
trade. It condescended first to admit eco- 
nomic advisers. In December, 1944, Clay- 
ton became its pioneer Assistant Secretary 
for Economic Affairs. On his ‘behalf and 
at the entreaty of Secretary of State James 
F. Brynes, Congress in 1946 created the 
new post of economic Under Secretary. 


Economics As Important 
As Politics in Diplomacy. 


At that time the State Department 
adopted the formula that in modern diplo- 
macy politics and economics are equally im- 
portant. Developing circumstances have al- 
most dethroned politics and given the scepter 
to economics. They have turned Clayton 
into a super-ambassador who flits from Ge- 
neva to Paris for conferences with the Amer- 
ican ambassadors to the United Kingdom 
and France on subjects which would strike 
old-school diplomats with consternation. 


Instead of discussing treaties they talk 
about the level of industry in Germany. In- 
stead of gossip about court favorites and 
lady friends of ministers, they knit solemn 
brows over coal output in the Ruhr. Re- 
vision of the financial agreement with Eng- 
land displaces palace intrigue as a topic of 
conversation. In his own person Clayton 
represents a revolution in statesmansbip. 


On all such themes Clayton has unex- 
pectediy become the direct spokesman in 
Europe for President Truman and Secretary 
of State Marshall. In economic matters the 
American diplomatic#corps on the continent 
has become his subordinate. His voice, sub- 
ject to eorrection by two men in Washing- 
ton, has become the decisive one on ecto- 
nomic policy. 

It is by way of personal tribute to Clay- 
ton that State is the only government de- 
partment with two under secretaries. To 
avoid setting a precedent, the life of the 
office was restricted to two years. By 
statute he is subordinate not only to Secre- 
tary Marshall but to Robert A. Lovett, who 
is under secretary for the entire depart- 
ment. Clayton is the organization’s No. 3 
man. During June, in the absence of Mar- 
shall and of Lovett’s predecessor, Dean 
Acheson, he served as acting secretary, 
holding press conferences, signing official 
documents and attending Cabinet meetings, 
Directly after him ranks not one of the six 
assistant secretariés but the department's 
counselor, Charles E. Bohlen. 

Clayton is one of a small group of men 
upon whom rests a fearful responsibility 
for mankind's well-being. At this writing 
he is spearheading the American campaign 
at Geneva to break down commercial bar- 
riers and set up an International Trade 
Organization. No one would be surprised 
if he were also laboring behind the. scenes 
to forward the Marshall Plan for European 
recovery. He hopes to return with a brief 
case full of concessions on tariffs, quotas 
and exehange restrictions. In that case, he 
expects to see the world go to work again 
at its fundamental business of producing 
and sharing goods and services. 


Simple, Modest, Kindly 


-Spoken American. 


Without a moment’s preparation, he could 
sit for the portrait of one of those modest, 
kindly, simple and soft-spoken Americans 
whom James loved to pose against a back- 
ground of European sublety and sophisti- 
cation. He carries with easy erectness the 
weight of 67 years and a stature of six 
feet four inches. He is obviously a man 
capable of finding himself at home in the 
greatest company. | 

His personality is so faultless as to ter- 
rify less exemplary associates. In seven 
years of public service, he has never billed 
the Treasury for an expense account. He 
has never smoked, and was innocent of the 
flavor of alcohol until his fifty-eighth year, 
when a son-in-law, who is a physician, pre- 
ecribed sweet sherry as a medicine. His 
gifts of patience, self-command and. com- 
posure are almost inhuman. 

So far as is known, he has only two pas- 
sions. One is a mania for work, During 
the 12 years when he was building his cot- 
ton business, he toiled from morning to 


tion. of giving the State Department a second

midnight. An early riser from boyhood, 
he arrives punctually at his desk at 7:30 
a.m., after walking to the department from 
his residence near the Shoreham hotel. 
Usually he is still as his post 12 or more 
hours later. While the rest of the depart- 
ment is relaxing in a two-day weekend, he 
labors on Saturday morning and frequently 
in the afternoon. 

His second passion is an addiction to ac- 
curacy recalling the lines of W. S. Gilbert: 
“His taste exact for flawless fact amounts 
to a disease.”’ He has often’ confounded 
experts with detailed knowledge of their 
special fields. Most men are content with 
round numbers. Clayton’s memory for data 
runs on to many decimal points. If the 
average mind resembles a carpenter's plane, 
his intelligence is a machine tool, precise 
to a minute fraction of an inch. He is said 
never again to trust a man who has once 
given him an erroneous statement. 


Wrested a Fortune 
From Risky Occupation. 


It will not be forgotten that the James 
heroes, however naive, generally react to 
emergencies with startling efficiency. To 
presume that Clayton’s velvet glove con- 
tains no hand of steel would be a mistake, 
It was scarcely a gentle, perfect knight who 
wrested a fortune from a risky occupa- 
tion, that of cotton merchant. And it was 
Clayton who told British officials bluntly 
they had failed in the Ruhr because they 
were less interested in getting out coal 
than in socializing Germany’s mines. 

., Compliments showered upon him during 
a session of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee on June 10, 1946, when the ques- 


Under Secretary was under consf{deration. 
“He is doing a wohderful job,” exclaimed 
Secretary Byrnes. “I really think the de- 
mands upon him exceed those of any man 
of my acquaintance.” He was described as 
“an American in the historic sense” and as 
“one of the ablest, most patriotic and best. 
equipped men whom we in this. country 
have ever had in public life.’’ 

Such praises are a far cry from. the period 
not so long ago when he was spending ‘“‘the 
best years’”’ of his life being investigated by 
the late Senator ‘“‘Cotton Ed” Smith of South 
Carolina, who sought to expose him as a 
ruthless gambler and public enemy. Clay.

Clayton and Barkley 
Are Rivals in. Courtship. 


The sudden failure of the American Cot- 
ton Co. in 1903 and an attack of pneumo- 
nia sent him’ back to Tennessee, where he 
met and fell in love with a Kentucky girl, 
Susan Vaughan. One of his rivals was an 
ambitious young politician, also from Ken- 
tucky, named Alben W. Barkley. Miss 


| Vaughan announced that she would marry 


only a future millionaire or a future Presi- 
dent of the United States. The keen-eyed 
‘belle lost little time in choosing Clayton, 
who at the moment was jobless and con- 
valescent. Her husband became a mil- 
lionaire many times over. Senator Barkley 
is still eyeing the White House from afar. 

It happened that Clayton’s eldest sister 
had: married Frank E. Anderson of Okla- 
homa City, who commanded a small cap- 
ital. With $9000 of his money as a shoe- 
string, Clayton in 1904 organized a firm 
which was destined to become world-famous, 
and to be known as ‘“‘The Big Store’”” wher- 
ever cotton was bought and sold. Anderson, 
Clayton & Co. was for years a private part- 
nership, and was not incorporated until 
1945, when its total assets were listed at 
$156,602,000 and its net working capital at 
$50,594,000. The profits last year, after 
taxes, were $14,000,000. At one time the 
firm moved 17 per cent of the entire Ameri- 
can cotton crop. It has spent $450,000 a 
year on telephone and cable tolls, and has 
a private business code of 495,000 words. 


Partners from the early days were Clay- 
ton’s brother, Benjamin Clayton; and An- 
derson’s brother, Monroe Anderson. Both 
the Andersons have died. Ben Clayton re- 
tired some years ago, and Will Clayton re- 
signed as chairman of the board in 1940 to 
enter government service. But he and his 


\ family still draw 40 per cent of the divi- 


dends. 

The first office was in Oklahoma City. 
In 1916 the firm moved to Houston, Tex., 
which a ship ‘canal from Galvestoh had 
turned into a port with access to the seven 
seas.

the staple was in the hands of European 
factors. Clayton revolutionized the busi- 
ness by deposing foreign control and bring- 
ing it to the United States. He started by 
selling American cotton to any country that 
wanted it. He ended by selling cotton 
grown all over the earth—Brazil, India and 
Egypt, for example—in every available 
market. He acquired the nickname of ‘Cot- 
ton Colossus.”’ 

A lifelong Democrat by force of geog- 
raphy, Clayton grew alarmed by ‘“‘planned 
economy” features of the New Deal, and for 
a brief space was a.member and supporter 
of the Liberty League, a bipartisan, anti- 
Roosevelt organization of the early ‘thirties. 
A confirmed free trader, he was so filled 
with admiration by Cordell Hull’s recipro- 
cal trade treaties that in order to help he 
resolved:-to abandon private affairs and en- 
list in the Roosevelt administration. 

The only opening he could find was with 
Nelson Rockefeller, Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs. His fellow citizen, Jesse 
Jones, went to the rescue, making him 
Deputy Federal Loan Administrator and 
then, in 1942, Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce, in charge of purchasing critical and 
strategic materials both domestic and 
throughout.the globe. He was board chair- 
man of the Rubber Development Corpora- 
tion and United States Commercial 
president of the War Damage Corporation, 
and vice president and trustee of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. In 1944 he was named 
administrator of the Surplus War Property 
Administration. 


Flyer in Politics 
For 60 Days Cost $20,000. 


His nomination in December, 1944, to be 
Assistant Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs, was opposed by radieals in the Sen- 
ate on the ground that he was a “reaction- 
ary” and “cartelist.”’ The second charge 
was clearly unfounded, for Clayton remains, 
and always has been, one of the most ar- 
dent free enterprisers extant. 

Testifying before the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, Secretary Byrnes declared 
of Clayton that “‘he has no politics about 
him,” and added: “I think that his wife 
handles all the politics of the family.”” But 
there was an evening when Clayton con- 
fessed to the mother of his four daughters 
that he had sent $5000 to the Liberty 
League and promised $5000 more. ‘‘John W.

Here the volcano, of course, is drouth, 
often-predicted since the great drouth cycle 
of the 1930s. Year after year its return 
has been postponed until this year the 
Plains were simultaneously buried in the 
heaviest rainfall of all time (with a few 
scattered exceptions) and the billion-dollar 
golden flood of the biggest wheat crop of 
all time. 

Farmers are fiscally acting mighty sen- 
sible, buying equipment, paying off debts, 
and, where they buy more land, doing it on 
terms which won't leave them stranded. 
But care of the soil seems to be another 
matter. 

Following are statistics from the latest 
reports of the Great Plains Agricultural 
Council’s Conditions Committee, made at 
its recent meeting at Fort Collins, Colo., 
compiled in turn from reports sent in by 
county agents in the 414 Great Plains 
counties comprising all or part of Texas, 
Oklahoma, -Kansas, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, Colorado, New Mexico, Wy- 
oming and Montana. They were presented 
by R. I. Throckmorton, Kansas extension 
service director. : 

Acres “in condition to blow’ on April Il, 
1947 as compared with April 1, 1946— 
9,700,000 as against 7,200,000, an increase 
of 2,500,000 in one year or four times the 
area of Rhode Island. 


Scattered Sodland 
Has No Value as Anchor. 


Plow-up of grass lands to be put in 
crops, largely wheat: From July 1, 1946 
to July 1, 1947, 1,335,000 acres, as con- 
trasted with 858,000 acres the preceding 
year and 667,000 in the 1945-46 period. 


A soil conservation expert says that in 
many parts of the Western Great Plains, 
sodland is now so scattered and infrequent 
it will have absolutely no value as anchor 
to prevent soil-blowing, should the drouth 
come again. And the plow-up is proceeding 
even faster since July 1, 1947. 


Acres plowed ‘“‘on the contour” to pre- 
vent soil-washing: 8,200,000 in 1947, 
against 8,900,000 in 1946. Acres terraced, 
also to prevent washing and blowing: 4,- 
400,000, in 1946 against only 3,900,000 in 
1947. Thus there is a loss in both cate- 
gories, 

Acres summer-fallowed, so that they may 
rest and collect moisture for wheat-planting 
in alternate years: 10,600,000 in 1945 for 
1946; 9,878,000 in 1946 for 1947; 8,739,- 
000 in 1947 for 1948 


This is also a discouraging statistic. It 
does not mean that less wheat will be plant- 
ed this fall. It does mean that dryland 
farmers are returning to the practice of 
trying to make an annual crop, rather than 
one every two years. Farmers around 
Garden City, Kan., recently asked Kansas 
State to test thoir soll, and see if they had 
enough moisture for annual crops. The 
testers found only 10 to 12 inches of mols- 
ture remaining under this year’s maturing 
wheat, as against 35 to 40 under adja- 
cent land in summer-fallow, They advised 
the farmers to forget it. 

All this evidence shows that if another 
drouth cycle starts, the land will be in poor 
condition to meet it, despite the vows of 


‘never again’’ after the terrible dust bowl 
conditions of the 1930s. They also indicate 
that water erosion may be expected to 
wreak successively more damage every year. 
And, as it. was expressed by Throckmorton: 
‘Wind erosion hits the headlines, but water 
erosion does more damage year after year.”’ 


Two Dust Bowls Are 
Expected in Southwest. 


According to H. H. Finnell, Southwestern 
soil conservation research specialist, there 
will be two dust bowls in his territory next 
time. One will be in extreme Southeastern 
Colorado where there has been a tremend- 
ous plow-up right in the heart of an old 
dust bowl, and in Eastern New Mexico 
and the adjoining West Texas Panhandle. 
The light sandy loams of the latter region 
have failed to hold against the wind, even 
with relatively good rainfall, and ‘‘abandon- 
ment has alread? begun,” Finnell said. 

In the Colorado area named, pressure 
from real estate speculators and non-resi- 
dent owners anxious to reap a harvest from 
rising land prices caused cancellation by the 
State Assembly of soil-conservation rules as 
early as 1945, with the proviso that, district 
by district, the vote of 75 per cent of all 
landowners, non-resident as well as resi- 
dent, was needed to restore them. Most 
districts did restore them—but not those 
whose conservation was most needed. 

In other ways than sheer overuse of the 
soil the ‘‘wonderful rains” have run away 
with the judgment of farmers. 

For example, farmers are forgetting all

A recent visitor 
to one Kansas county (where a $14,000,000 — 
golden flood descended in 1947 on about 
5000 people) noted not one row-crop or cow 
yin 75 miles; the only horses were two race- 
horses being carried in a trailer. Twenty 
years ago, he said, that was a general-farme * 
ing area where farmers made much sub- 
sistence off the land, 


Farmers Are Now 
Living in the City. 


A visitor from the East asked in a puzzled 
tone why all the abandoned, boarded-up 
farm buildings and homes in Western Kan- 
sas. A hangover from the depression? No, 
said this man; it’s rather too much pros... 
perity—the farmers don’t have to live out 
here any more, they can live in town and” 
send men and machines out to make the 
only crop, wheat. 


Still another angle is that basic research 
into what constitutes drouth-resistance, or 
the breeding of drouth-resistant plants, is 
greatly hampered. How can you test plants 
for drouth-registance when Nature dumps’ 
bountiful rainfall on them? 


D. W. Robertson, Colorado Agricultural 
College agrondmist, told the Council mem- 
bers he thought ultimately someone would 
have to provide a “drouth laboratory” in a 
building to keep out the rain where plants 
might be tested by artificial drouth and 
heat. Now we have only puzzling glimpses 
such as, for example, that all the hardy 
native grasses on the Great Plains have blue- 
green color rather than yellow-green. 


Another speaker cited the case of hybrid 
corn. During all the preliminary research; 
rainfall was less than normal, or barely 
normal, Therefore hybrids are even more 
superior in yield to open-pollinated corns, 
during dry years than in wet ones. 


Recent hot dry weather was hard on corn 
and other autumn crops but it has not’ 
altered the fundamental picture so far as ° 
wheat farming is concerned. 


A few dry days makes no difference. 
Farmers figure the moisture is safe if 
they can get it down four inches and 
if the surface is kept mulched to interrupt 
the capillary action which draws the mois-. 
ture from the deep soil. 


Even if the moist cycle were to stop at — 
this moment, results wouldn't be immedi- | 
ately evident except in the worst spots. By 
now, the most fallowed land is moist deep 
enough to permit a fair wheat crop in 1948 
with no more rain. Collecting molsture for 
next year 1949 would however be a difft- 
cult matter. 


Two-Million-Dollar 
Crops Being Reaped.

The Council meeting revealed also that 
its members are very dissatisfied with the 
relatively small part so far assigned to agri. ~ 
culture, in the so-called Pick-Sloan plan for 
development of the Missouri Basin. The 
Army Engineers and the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, chief partners in the plan, will . 
spend upward of two billion dollars. 

So far, the’ Department of Agriculture 
has had no funds allocated specifically for 
Missouri Basin development and has had to 
squeeze out what little it has used from - 
general appropriations. 

The situation is pointed up by President | 
Truman’s recent request for flood-control 
funds: $237,000,000 for the Engineers, $190,- 
000,000 for the Bureau of Reclamation, only 
$3,000,000 for Soil Conservation Service 
and other agricultural agencies.

Gambling With Men’s Lives 

Lightning upon rare occasion is said to strike 
the same place twice. Director Walker of the 
Illinois Department of Mines would have us be- 
lieve that it has struck three times in the three 
Southern Illinois mine disasters. 

Here is thé record: 

In the worst mine tragedy in the United States 
in 24 years, 111 miners were killed at Centralia 
Coal Co. Mine No. 5, last March 25. 

Four months later, 27 miners were killed in 
an -explosion at the Old Ben Coal Corp. mine 
at West Frankfort. 

Last Thursday three miners were killed in an 
explosion at Orient Mine No. 2, near West Frank- 


~ fort. 


Total killed in three explosions in only five 
months—141 men. 

In every case, the mine management was 
warned in advance of danger. In every case, 
there was ample cause to shut down the mine 
until the hazard was removed. 

Federal Mine Inspector Brumbaugh posted no- 
tice of violation of the Federal Safety Code at 
the scene of the latest tragedy as recently as 
July 23. He found gas at working faces which 
the mine had not “dangered off” (designated as 
dangerous areas by posting of signs or placing 
of ties across the tracks). He said this “indicates 
that frequent examinations for methane were not 
being made (by the mine) at the working faces.” 

Forewarned, the mine management deliberate- 
ly todk a chance—with the lives of its employes. 


It lost the gamble and three of the men paid 


with their lives. 

Warnings were just as clear in advance of the 
two earlier explosions. After the Centralia dis- 
aster, miners at the Old Ben Coal Co., wrote, 
May 23, to their mine management and “‘to all 
concerned” in protest against failure to comply 
with safety regulations.. Those addressed in- 
cluded the mine superintendent, a brother of 
John L. Lewis, president of the UMWA. Yet two 
months later came the explosion which cost 27 
lives. 

* The many warnings which preceded the Cen- 
tralia disaster—the plea of the miners person- 
ally to Gov. Green “to please save our lives’”’—~ 


are known to everyone. Never was a tragedy so_ 


spelled out in detail in advance. Never were 
warning signals so callously ignored. 

In the face of a record ‘like this, Director 
Walker has no business whatever talking about 
“an act of God” or singing the praises of mine 
managers on whom responsibility rests for carry- 
ing out safety regulations. The one is sacrilege, 
the other is a sickening gesture to operators who 
place the extent of their profits ahead of the 
lives of the men who dig the coal. 

Has Director Walker forgotten “Dear Bob” 
Medill, his predecessor, who was sacked by Gov. 
Green when the heat became too strong? Has 
he forgotten how “Dear Bob” was on such inti- 
mate terms with the mine operators that he sold 
out the mine inspection service? Has he forgot- 
ten the whole sordid story of political shake- 
downs of mine operators, the run-around for 
miners’ committees, the frantic.efforts to apply 
the whitewash after disaster hit? 

Director Walker tannot fend off responsibil- 
ity any more than “Dear Bob” Medill could, His 
responsibility is fixed by state law, as. Attorney 
General Barrett has reminded him, in a formal 
opinion. Mr. Walker should now do what Secre- 
tary Krug did after the Centralia blast. He 
should close every unsafe mine and he should 
keep it closed until the cause for closing is re- 
moved. | 

Had the Eightieth Congress discharged a plain- 
est kind of duty, it would have made the Fed- 
eral Government responsible for enforcement of 
mine safety. Had John L. Lewis not placed his 
feud with Secretary Krug above the lives of 
miners, he would have thrown the full weight 
of the UMWA behind a federal law with teeth. 

Since they did not, mine safety in Illinois is 
still a state responsibility—the responsibility pri- 
marily of Gov. Green and Director Walker. The 
bald, ugly fact is that, after 141 men have died, 
they still are not enforcing mine safety. 

Mining admittedly is a hazardous industry. 
This is all the more reason to act on every warn- 
ing—all the more cause to observe every safety 
regulation to the letter.

Australia Shows the Way 


Australia is doing something concrete about 
the displaced persons. problem while most other 


countries, including the United States, do little 
more than talk and twiddle their thumbs. 

Between now and the end of 1947, Australia 
will take in 4000 of Europe’s homeless unfor- 
tunates. Next year it will admit 12,000. The 
arrangement with the International Relief Or- 
ganization is that Australia will do its own 
screening in Europe, after which those who pass 
the tests will be. transported to Australia by the 
IRO. 

It can be said that Australia is taking in DPs 
because it is so thinly populated that it stands 
to gain from an influx from Europe. There is 
no doubt that this is so. Australia does stand 
to gain—and so do the men and women and 
children who have gone through physical and 
mental torments as they worked or wandered 
over Europe. 

So would the United States gain from admis- 
sion of a reasonable number of DPs to our 
shores. Proof is in the history of immigration 
to America. Were we to take DPs in propor- 


tion to our population, we would admit 20 times 
/more than Australia or 240,000 annually. This 
would be more than twice the number proposed 
in the Stratton bill, on which Congress took no 


action. (The Stratton bill called for admission 


of 100,000 a year for four years.) , 

A salute to the Australians.. They know how 
to combine long-run benefits for themselves with 
present refugé and hospitality for ‘the victims 
of Hitler’s madness in war-blasted Europe. 
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We May Expect No Miracles 
There is sufficient reason for Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark’s campaign against high prices. There 
is equally good. reason not to expect miracles 


- from it. 


“The anti-trust laws,” we said the other day, 
“are at best a blunt instrument for paring down 
greed.” They can convict only “conspiracies in 
restraint of trade”; the current suit against rate- 
fixing committees maintained by nominally com- 
peting railroads is a typical action. No doubt 
Mr. Clark has a substantial ‘docket of such cases 
to pursue. A collateral public benefit may come 
from the publicity the campaign can give the 
causes of high prices in general. Beyond these 
limited effects, however, the fact remains that 
most of today’s high-price troubles do not in- 
volve conspiracy and are therefore beyond the 
reach of present law. 

Take, for instance, wheat and corn. Supply 
being short: of demand, their prices have risen. 
They are produced, handled, bought and proc- 
essed by a multitude of separate enterprises, and 
,conspiracy just doesn't apply. . ue 

Take automobiles, radios, shoes, gasoline, etc. 
Each manufacturer decides on his priee and 
makes as much goods as he can sell at that price. 
_Conspiracy is possible but nét common. “Follow- 
ing the leader” and “getting in line with com- 
petition” are typical, but there is nothing un- 
lawful in that, and a law to curb it would be 
unenforceable. : 

Take wholesale and retail trade. Here, by and 
large, prices are made by trade custom. Brokers 
and dealers add commissions or percentage 
mark-ups to what the goods cost them, and that 
is the price—unless the goods won't. sell and 
have to be marked down. Large merchandising 
corporations are fairly common, but monopolis- 
tic conspiracies are rare. 

Prices arrived at in these ways cover many 


more transactions than the prices of unregulated, | 


illegal conspiracies. It follows, therefore, that 
the anti-trust campaign, wholesome though it is, 
can have only a fractional effect on the general 
level of prices. “Monopoly” is the formal de- 
fendant but “free enterprise” is on trial in the 
higher court of public sufferance.

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Prejudice or the Theater? 

Everyone knows how the Daughters of the 
American Revolution has offended public opin- 
ion by refusing the stage of its great hall in 
Washington to Negro performers like Paul 
Robeson and Marian Anderson. But not every- 
body is aware of the opposite side of the medal 
—the exclusion of Negroes from the audience 
in all the principal theaters of the national capi- 
tal. 

But Washington is in a fair way of becomjng 
acutely aware of it because of an ultimatum 
handed down by Actors’ Equity in New York. 
Equity has served notice that after next sum- 
mer its members will present no plays at the 
National Theater, the capital’s only legitimate 
stage, unless the ban on Negroes in the audi- 
ence is repealed.

With the purpose of letting former Premier 
Ferenc Nagy of Hungary’ use the State Depart- 
ment radio, one readily agrees. His purpose was 
to foment a boycott against the Communist- 
sponsored Hungarian elections of Aug. 31. It 
seems unwise, however, to lend “The Voice of 
America” to this particular way of advancing 
the purpose. \ 

The greatest power in our foreign broadcasts 
is their cool, dispassionate presentation of facts. 
In covering the news, a staff announcer could 
properly have quoted extracts from Nagy’s warn- 
ing that it will be “a fake election, which, in 
final analysis, spells complete slavery.” 

To let Nagy say it himself, however, identifies 
the radio itself as partisan in the listener's mind. 

Behind the. iron curtain, it will raise doubts as 
to the objectivity of future information broad- 
casts. A few such uses could impair the use- 
fulness of “The Voice of America.”

Between Book Ends 


Of Adult Delinquency 


ANNOYING YOUR CHILDREN, by W. W. 
(Bobbs-Merrili Co., Indianapolis.) 

“Delinquency is not juvenile,” Bauer 
writes. “It is adult. Most of the time it 
is parental.” That, and the title, and the 
motto from Ezekiel: “The fathers have 
eaten sour grapes, and the children’s teeth 
are set on edge’’—state his thesis. 

The thesis is not novel. The idea that 
the parent’s firs} task is “to break the 
child’s will” is virtually extinct. either, 
however, is Bauer a zealot of undiscipline. 
The father is no longer Caesar, but he 
must be President. And there are times 
when the small child should be spanked— 
far better that, Bauer contends, than put 
him to bed or deny him — playmates, 

* -

He does insist that the child is a per- 
son in his own right; that he cannot be 
expected to have adult judgment; that the 
“No” be reserved for adequate occasion; 
that he be encouraged to develop initia- 
tive and responsibility as fast as he is 
ready, or a little faster. Some readers will 
cheer his shots at the “moms” whose mis- 
guided possessiveness makes rebels or 40- 


. year-old mama's boys—and his warning 


against demanding the child’s gratitude for 
simply doing one’s duty. 

No doubt many parents, like this re- 
viewer, will accept parts of the indictment 
for themselves. Mistakes, Bauer says, are 
to be expected, and they won't be serious 
if the parent cultivates the exceptional de- 
cency of confessing to the child when he 
was wrong. 

The Doctor writes with pleasant shrewd- 
ness. For instance, he is sympathetic with 
modern educational theory, but “Whereas 
the essence of progressive education is in- 
dividualization, much of its application has 
been undiscriminating. True progressive 
education would allow freedom to the child 
who could use it, and furnish guidance to 
the one who is bewildered by too much 
liberty. In many of our so-called progres- 
sive schools, all children are expected to 
conform to the new system just as they 
were expected to conform to the old.” 

* * 

Why are today’s parents beset with such 
tough problems? Bauer concedes that par- 
ental delinquency comes in large part from 
“sour grapes” produced by over-organized, 
over-nervous modern life. He makes a 


- splendid case for enfranchising the child, 


but the parents must still work out their 
own if they can. Of course, this adult 
generation’s ordeal makes it all the more 
necessary to give the children a break, so 
they can plant a sweeter vineyard, Bauer 
contends we are in a transition from fa- 
milial dictatorship to democracy, and is 
hopeful. 

Bauer, who is himself the parent of 
three, is director of the American Medical 


. Association's Bureau of Health Education 


and associate editor of Hygeia. The book 
ends with an “uncoached and uncensored” 
critique by his teen-age daughter. It is 
generously illustrated with reprinted comic 
drawings.

THE LAST DAYS OF HITLER, by H. RB. Trever-Roper. 
{The Macmillan Co., New York.) 


WHO KILLED HITLER?, edited Herbert Moore and 
James W. Barrett. (The Booktab Press, New York.) 
Underneath Hitler’s vast Chancellery and 

its garden, 50 feet below the ground, was 

the bunker, with airtight bulkheads, in 
which the Nazi Fuehrer, so it now seems 
well established, spent those frantic days 
in April 1945. Within the small, cramped, 
uncomfortable rooms—in such contrast to 
the great halls above where ambassadors 
had called and bowed—Hitler and Eva 

Braun lived out their last hours as the 

Russians fought into Berlin on the east 

and the Americans drew nearer on the 

west. There the last empty birthday re- 
ception was staged and the fina) daily staff 
conferences were held. 

These books agree substantially as to 
this general situation but they differ vio- 
lently on what it all led to in the end. The 
first, which is by the British intelligence 
major-Oxford historian who was 
to find out what happened to Hitler, says 
he died by his own hand—a suicide shot 
through the mouth which shattered his 
head. The second contends that the sickly 
Hitler was a victim of medica] murder, 
with Himmler as the arch conspirator. 

. * - 

A second major difference concerns the 
disposition of the bodies. Trevor-Roper’s 
sources lead him to the assertion that the 
dead pair (he has Eva taking poison in a 
sort of Wagnerian Liebestod) were carried 
up to the garden, soaked in gasoline and 
burned in a Viking funeral. A Russian 
bombardment added to the danger and 
strangeness of the ceremony. The half- 
dozen mourners, who included Goebbels and 
Bormann, gave the final Hitler salute and 
retired below. 

Messrs. Moore and Barrett conclude that 
Hitler and Eva Braun weve not burned or 
cremated in the Chancellery garden, that 
there was no evidence whatever of fire or 
bones or metal remains from clothing, that 
two bodies would not have been consumed 
by so little gasoline, that the eye-witness 
accounts on which Trevor-Roper relies vary 
so greatly as to be untrustworthy. 

. . - 

A foreword to the Moore-Barrett book by 
W. F. Heimlich (“former chief intelligence 
officer for the United States Army in Ber- 
lin”) expresses astonishment that the Tre 
vor-Roper report would be issued as an of- 
ficial account of Hitler’s last days “without 
consulting” American intelligence. He dis- 
misses Trevor-Roper’s account as an ac- 
ceptance of “the melodramatic fabrication 
advanced by Dr. Goebbels.” 

Then what did become of Hitler? Heim- 
lich does not even venture a guess: “My 
own persona! conclusion is that after April 
22, 1945, all is mystery as far as Hitler's 
fate is concerned. The mystery will linger 
until the corpse of Adolf Hitler has been 
found and certified beyond doubt. In no 
other way can Allied intelligence rid itself 
of Der Fuehrer’s ghost.” ; 

One possibility is that Russian intelli- 
gence knows more than it has told. After 
all, the Soviets were the first by many: days 
on the groun@ where X is supposed to 
mark the spot.

The trouble with this argument 
is that if the Communist advance 
is not halted, almost the entire 
European economy will be Rus- 
sian, and we shall be left stranded 
and isolated in the midst of a 
vast Soviet zone feebly defending 
a dying capitalism. We haven't 
much time left to make good in 
western Germany. 

The British Labor government 
is still loyally represented in Ger- 
many by many old school tie- con- 
servatives who act a little like 
colonial characters. in Kipling 
taking up the white man’s burden 
with an eye to the export trade. 

At any of the economic con- 
ferences run by the British, an 
American finds himself back in 
Soldiers Three, hummin the 
Mandalay and reflecting on Kitch- 
ener of Khartoum, Roberts of 
Kandahar, Dunkirk, Winston 
Churchill, and the Recessional, and 
concluding that these are a great 
and gallant people who aren’t fin- 
ished yet because they simply 
won't give up. 

The British military commander 
lives like a viceroy in a schloss 
surrounded by liveried servants, 
clinging to the aristocratic tradi- 
tion in a changing world. The 
French have somewhat the same 
coionial attitude, 

The Russians live an almost 
monastic life, and don’t bother 
about show except when they 
throw an occasional vodka and 
caviar party to pay all their social 
debts at once without intimacy. 

Our top Americans live com- 
fortably and quietly but without 
ostentation in requisitioned villas. 

It is about what one would ex- 
pect from representatives of gov- 
ernments whose rulers live re- 
spectively in Buckingham Palace, 
the Tuileries, the Kremlin and 
the White House. 

The United States zone includes 
the states or laender of Bavaria, 
Hesse and Wuertemberg-Baden. 
There has been a tremendous 
population shift to western from 
eastern Germany. Nine million 
additional people have moved 
into the British and American 
zones which now have 34,000,000 
inhabitants. In the whole of Ger- 
many 5,700,000 were killed or 
permanently injured. There are 
today about 3,000,000 German 
prisoners in Russian camps, 750,- 
000 in France, and 400,000 in 
Britian. Nine hundred thousand 
Nazis are in concentration camps 
in Germany, and 1,900,000 are re- 
stricted to manual labor. In the 
20-to-40 age group there are six 
men to 10 women. 

There are over 500,000 displaced 
persons in camps and elsewhere in 
the United States zone, mostly 
eastern Europeans, slave laborers 
imported by the Germans during 
the war or refugees. 

Many are Balts from Estonia, 
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Latvia and Lithuania who will not 
go home to the tender mercies of 
the Russians. Catholic Poles are 
the largest single group. There 
are also Polish and other Jews. 


.The British zone has 300,000 
displaced persons, the French 
33,000, but Russia blandly and 
characteristically admits to no 
displaced persons problem, 


Most of these people must be 
fed, housed, protected and 
eventually moved elsewhere. They 
constitute an undeniable claim on 
our sympathy, but a tremendous 
drain on our resources in Ger- 
many. ; 

Twenty-five per cent of all Ger- 
man housing was destroyed by 
bombing or artillery fire. , In 
many cities dwelling units beyond 
repair constitute as' much as 70 
per cent of all former housing. 


This necessitates doubling up 
and sardine living on an inhuman 
scale in small rooms, cellars and 
partially restored houses. It 
means a drift to farming regions 
to be near food. It is not uncom- 


mon for four people to occupy 
a single small gloomy basement 


room in a bombed building with 


furniture consisting of a bed, a 
couch and no chairs, 


Many are too young or too old 


to comprehend what has hap- 


pened, as witness the sad eyes of 
little children peering out of slits 
in concrete bomb shelters con- 
verted into housing, and the faces 
of dazed, defeated old men and 
women at cellar windows, re- 
signed, sour, arrogant, expression- 
less, preoccupied, bitter, grim, 
anything but alert or gay. 

In my chamber of horrors, the 
most dramatic wreckage in Ger- 
many is not to be found at the 
Reichschancellery in Berlin, nor 
at the entrance to Hitler’s bunker, 
scene of the nordic goetterdaem- 
merung, where they soaked the 
bodies of the Fuehrer and Eva 
Braun with kerosene and burned 
them, nor at the fantastic moun- 
tain hideouts of the top Nazis at 
Obersalzberg high in the Bavarian 
Alps above Berchtesgaden, nor 
yet in gutted public buildings and 
within the yawning residences of 
the big and small people, but in 
the heart of Essen. 

No word picture, photograph or 
movie can give an adequate im- 
pression of the wreckage of Ger- 
man cities, It has to be seen. Over 
the vast acreage of tortured, 
twisted steel afid broken stone 
which once was the great Krupp 
mine, steel and munition works 
of Essen, where the grim Vulcan 
of German might had his favor- 
ite smithy, broods the haunting 
stillness of death, interrupted only 
by the puny activities of human 
ants carrying off crumbs of de- 
bris. | } 

Until there is more coal, a lift- 
ing of the levels of industry for 
postwar Germany fixed by the Big 
Four, and a more realistic atti- 
tude toward so-called war poten- 
tials, this giant will be prostrate. 

The trick is to put him to work 
on the machinery for peaceful re- 
construction.

HE British Raj stepped down 
T and out of Hindustan Thure- 
day, the King of England lost 
his proud title of Emperor of 
dependent Asiatic nations were 
launched in our by no means 
tranquil world. How will they 
fare, these two great states— 
Hindu India, which will have an 
eventual population twice our 
own, and Moslem Pakistan, which 
over night becomes by far the 
largest and most powerful Islamic 
nation in the world? 

It is a fateful question, con- 
cerning a fifth of the human race 
who. happen to be Indians, and 
all the rest of us, who are bound 
to be affected when so large a 
family of the world’s peoples sud- 
denly becomes free and atarts 
making its weight felt on our con- 
tracting planet. 

Anyone pondering it will find 


questions: 

Will the two Indian states, 
which have no particular love for 
their recent masters, remain in 
the British Commonwealth, which 
heretofore hag been a union of 
peoples’ of the white race? 

Or will they exercise the right 
of any dominion to secede? 


Will Hindu India rapidly sup- 
plant China as the leading nation 
of Asia? It is more highly in- 
dustrialized than China, as a re- 
sult of the British connection and 
the enterprise of Indian indus- 
trialists. Its leaders are, as of the 
moment, much more enlightened 
than the men who run Chiang’s 
China. Its chief political party, 
the Indian National Congress, is 
more efficient, more democratic 
and less corrupt than its opposite 
number in China, the Kuomin- 
tang. 

Or will India, beset as it al- 
ready is by bitter strife between 
200,000,000 Hindus and 100,000,000 
Moslems, go the way of China 
and become engulfed in a devas- 
tating civil war? 

Can two states which are based 
on religious, communal founda- 
tions last long in the modern 
world? 

What will happen to the Indian 


princes, those more or less medi- 
eval and absurd figures who have 
| been propped up by the British 
‘for so long and in whose auto- 
cratic states live nearly a hundred 
million people? 

And finally, what of the pull of 
the right and left in India? Will 
these forces split India as they 
bid fare to split the rest of the 
world? 

These are some of the more 
fundamental questions that come 
to mind as one contemplates the 
exciting return of political free- 
dom to an ancient and cultured— 
but in our Western sense, back- 
ward—people. 

Certainly no man is wise enough 
to answer them all completely 
now. A reporter with some back- 
ground of India can merely haz- 
ard a few guesses. 

Even T sentiment in Lon- 
don, I gather, is skeptical of the 
two Indias remaining in the 
Commonwealth for long. Leopold 
S. Amery, .former Conservative 
Secretary of State for India and 
a great Tory authority on Indian 
affairs, spoke the other day of 
India and Pakistan being mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth “for 
the time being at any rate.”

Any prophecy about civil war in 
India would be rash indeed. Most 
Indians admit that there will be 
plenty of trouble between Hindus 
and Moslems for at least ten 
years despite the fact that each 
community will now have its own 
nation, (Hindu India, however, 
will have a minority of at least. 
twenty million Moslems.) 

Already in the last year there 
has been a holocaust in India such 
as the country has not known 
since the days of the Indian 
Mutiny in the middle of the last 
century. J. J. Singh, president of 
the Indian League of America, 
himself a Sikh, estimated after a 
recent trip in his native land that 
some 100,000 Indians had been 
killed or wounded in various parts 
of India since the Hindu-Moslem 
riots broke out in Calcutta just 
a year ago, 

I once asked Gandhi if India, 
once it had become free, would 
not have a terrible civil war. 

“It might,” he answered, “Free- 
dom is not worth having if it does 
not include freedom ‘to make 
mistakes, Isn't that what it means 
in Europe and America?” He re- 
minded me that Europe's wars, as 
seen from India, were in reality 
civil wars, There were fewer 
language divisions in Europe, he 
pointed out, than in India; and 
people who spoke different 
languages were sometimes foolish 
enough to go to war with each 
other. 

“And didn’t you have a civil 
war in free and independent 
America?” he added, with a wry 
smile—“the most costly civil war 
in all history?” 

Whether in the long run the 
two Indian nations will remain 
apart because of their religious, 
communal differences, I personally 
doubt. 

Nehru, the brilliant head of 
Hindu India, used to drum it 
into me that once the nation was 
free the cleavages among the peo- 
ple would become less and less 
religious and tend more and more 
to become. similar to those in the 
West—between the rich and poor, 
the industrialists and labor, the 
landlords and tenants, the city-/ 
dwellers and the peasants. He held 
out to the end for a unified Fed- 
eral India of all Hindus and Mos- 
lems. A brahman Hindu, himself, 
he had little patience. for the 
attempts of either Hindus or 
Moslems to organize India on a 
religious basis, 

Moslem Pakistan, while im- 
mensely popular among the ma- 
jority of Mussulmen, is actually 
largely the creation of one man, 
a cold, proud, meticulous, rational 
Bombay barrister — Mohammed 
Ali Jinnah. : 

The rise of this remarkable man 
has been phenomenal. In my time 
in India I saw a good deal of 
him in hig palatial home in 
Bombay. 

He was a sophisticated, west- 


= government opposed it, the Con- 


gress would have nothing to do 
with it, and most of his own fol- 
lowers thought it was only bluff to 
gain concessions for the Moslems 
in a Federal India, Cold-blooded, 
astute, a shrewd bargainer, a 
master strategist and tactician, 
Jinnah persisted until in the end 
he won.

Like 
some other leaders who will come 
to the readers” minds, he has not 
troubled to develop strong men 
who might replace him, If death 
should remove him from the scene 
shortly, Pakistan would have hard 
going. 

India, with Nehru, a compara- 
tively young man, at the helm is 
much better off. Gandhi, who 
pulled the strings in Congress 
politics, was much more . intel- 
ligent than Jinnah in picking out 
new and younger talent, 

Some uninformed alarmists in 
this country have raised the cry 
that Hindu India, at least, might 
go left. It is certainly likely to 
be progressive in its efforts to 
hoist a backward agricultura) 
land into the industrial twentieth 
century over night, 

Though Nehru is theoretically a 
socialist, Congress, which will rule 
India, ig fairly conservative, with 
the industrialists dominating much 
of its policy. Recently Nehru 
told the All-India Manufacturers 
Association that. there would 
“have to be a great deal of pri- 
vate enterprise in India.” 

The Communists have made 
some gains recently, the chief one 
being capturing control of the All 
India Trade Union Congress, but 
they are not much more effective 
in India than they are in the Unit- 
ed States. Socialism in India is 
chiefly an intellectual force and 
works largely within the Congress 
party. 

As for those darlings of the Brit- 
ish raj, the princes, most of whom 
rule autocratically in medieval 
splendor over nearly 100,000,000 
poverty-stricken Indians, they 
would appear to be out of. luck. 
The more far-sighted of them are 
joining up either with India or 
Pakistan and, if they introduce 
democratic governments as a few

No Time Limit. 


The present unfolding of the 
Molotov plan for Soviet-satellite 
self-sufficiency must be analyzed 
and understood from this typical- 
ly Marxian long-term point of 
view. It is all the more important 
to do this because there is no 
apparent limit to the time span 
at the disposal of Moscow and 
the satellite governments. They 
have far more time, and much less 
outside pressures, than the Nazis 
ever had. Their methods are more 
thorough. They appear to have 
greater political realism. So far 
as Soviet leaders are concerned 
their experience with economic 
planning is much longer than that 
of the Nazis, 

This does not mean, for a mo- 
ment, that the Molotov pian faces 
smooth sailing. If the Soviets 
and the satellite bloc have to lift 
themselves to recovery by. their 
own bootstraps — as Moscow's 
Paris decision indicates — they 
must endure austerity conditions 
for many years. There will be 
a long dearth of consumer goods, 


There are obvious similarities 
between the political and eco- 
nomic techniques applied by the 
Nazis and those more recently 
used by the Russians and local 
Communist leaders. Both the 
Nazis and the Soviets obtained 
“safe” governments by imposing 
minority parties, or collaborating 
coalitions, backed by rigid police 
state controls. Under each, elec- 
tions were a “window-dressing” 
device, Under each, propaganda 
was highly organized and aggres- 
sive. The totalitarian pattern 
was a common feature. 

But there are also tmportant 
differences. First of all, the Nazis’ 
racial theories made it impossible 
for them to build up a closely- 
knit Hungarian or Romanian 
Nazi party. In any eastern coun- 
try the Nazis could not develop a 
domestic political machine from 
the grass roots, whereas the Com- 
munist party, in each of these 
nations, is a grass roots organiza- 
tion, even if representing a minor- 
ity. For this reason the Soviets’ 
second-hand political controls 
throughout the entire satellite 
bloc today are obviously deeper 
and more enduring. 

This distinction can be ex- 
pressed in another way. Where 
the Nazis’ political controls were 
entirely from the top down, pres- 
ent Soviet-Communist controls op- 
erate both from the top and from 
the bottom. Instead of a single 
pressure from one direction, So- 
viet-Communist pressures are dou- 
ble and operate from two direc- 


while the industrializgation of all 
Danubian countries is slowly built 
up. 

In lands like Hungary and Ro- 
mania, living conditions will prob- 
ably sink lower and lower for a 
number of years, but in all these 
predominantly peasant countries 
adjustments to stern necessities 
are a fixed habit of life.

“We are wrong to think of 
Europe as hopelessly cut up into 
separate national units,” Derso 
said, “Actually there is a tre- 
mendous amount of integration 
going on in this Europe. Ther 
is a broad pattern of nationaili- 
zation of industries, even in 
France and Britain. There is the 
necessity everywhere for economie 
planning, much more than was 
ever known before the war.

What Nazis Omitted, 

On the economic side the Nazis 
also failed to strike deeply. First, 
they did not monkey with any 
fundamental social changes.

Communist leaders have done. 
Because the Nazis were chiefly 
concerned with immediate produc- 
tion for their own war purposes 
they left eastern European indus- 
trial set-ups pretty much alone, 

The Nazis obtained ownership 
or management controls of key 
industries, as the Russians have 
done since then, but Soviet eco- 
nomic: controls now appear to be 
more penetrating and more firm. 
They are also closely integrated 
with the different countries’ new 
two-, three- or five-year plans. 
Finally, all of the satellite bloc 
has a common planned economy 
which is more comprehensive and 
longer-ranged than anything at- 
tempted under the Nazis.

Airship Policy. _ 

Let the National Air Policy 
Board lay down an airship policy, 
place it in the hands. of the Mari- 
time Commission, where it be- 
longs, support a construction pro- 
gram for airships, and turn their 
operation over to the steamship 
companies, whose requirements 
they most nearly fit, 

This should make everyone 
happy. It takes the airship out of 
the aviation category, and pute 
it in the marine where it should 
be. It gives the marine traffic a 
special service for the kind of 
cargo to which neither airplanes 
nor steamers are economically 
adapted, 


There are skeptics who will 
scoff at this entire idea, on the - 
theory that the airship has left its 
future behind. The louder they 
scoff the more they are to be mis- 
trusted. Their forebears did the 
same. with the locomotive, the sub- 
marine,.the automobile, and the 
airplane. Heaven could be built 
with the discards of the profes- 
sional scoffers. 

eo gy 5 which has happened in 
airship history justifies either 
condemnation or neglect of a na- 
tional policy on commercial dirig- 
ibles. On the other hand, there is 
much sound evidence that, if op- 
erated where, when, and how it 
can best serve, the airship is the 
most economical and utilitarian of 
all marine vessels. 

Anyone who has traveled the 
far reaches of the Pacific, gnd 
foresees the commerce of that 
area, when China and Japan come 
into their industrial heritage, can 
not help but see a mighty place 
for the airship in that picture. 

The circumstances are now 
ripe to prepare the airship against 
that day—the ducks are all in a 
row. :

Peep land's harvest is expected to 
be better than last, but still in- 
sufficient, and the Government 
already is looking to Russia for 
grain, It is estimated that 44 per 
cent of Poland’s wheat, 2% per cent 
of ite rye and 15 per cent of other 
grain suffered [rom last winter's 
weather. 

Denmark's rye arid barley crops 
are expected to be almost 20 per 
cent below last year’s, a loss of 
700,000 tons. Denmark introduced 
meat rationing Aug. 1 for the first 
time since 1922, in an effort to in- 
crease food exports to Britain. 
Danes probably face a cut in bread 
rations this autumn, an agricul- 
tura] counci] spokesman said. 

Hungary has a really bumper 
crop, “much more” than last 
year's, say Government officials. 
But 20 per cent will go for rep- 
arations and bread remains the 
principal rationed item, along with 
cooking fats. 

Romania May Get By. 

A Ministry of Supplies spokes- 
man in Bucharest said Romania’s 
grain crop, if stringently rationed, 
might make the country self-suffi- 
cient in the coming year. The 
wheat harvest is estimated at 1,- 
200,000 metric tons, ~ 800,000 tons 
short of normal. 

France's. food situation has 
shown some improvement, except 
for wheat which is reported “very 
bad.” 


The estimated wheat harvest in 
France is 40,000,000 quintals, com- 
pared to the 1938 normal of 70,- 
000,000 quintals. Milk production in 
July was 900,000 liters, compared 
with 1,200,000 liters in July 1938. 
Beef arriving at Paris slaughter 
houses is only half what it was 
in 1938. Coffee and fats are still 
scarce. 

But on the black market, tour- 
jats and Frenchmen with money 
can find anything they want— 
steaks, fruits, choice wines, vege- 
tables and delicacies. An excellent 
mea] can be bought for 500 francs 
(about $4) but that is bevond the 
reach of poorly paid Frenchmen. 

In Italy the black market again 
is just a mirage to the poor. Food 
prices on it have soared week by 
week, 

Germans will be lucky if their 
1947 harvest turns out as well as 
last year’s, according to estimates 
by American representatives of 
the four-power Military Govern- 
ment food and agriculture com- 
“mittee in Berlin.

History's Myths 


Used to Teach Students to Think 


Unpreparedness 
Nationalism 


Idea U.S. Has Lost No Wars May Lead to 


or Dangerous 
, He Writes. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
Prof. Richard E. Thursfield of 
Johns Hopkins University pro- 
posed today that teachers delib- 
erately use “myths and legends” 
such as Geofge Washington and 
the cherry tree to develop their 
pupils’ ability to think. 


“A planned use of legends, tra- 
ditions, myths and misconceptions 
in American history” can bring 
“substantial gains,” Thursfield 
wrote in the yearbook of the 
National Council for the Social 
Studies. 

In speaking of misconceptions, 
he said: 

“The conception that the United 
States has lost no wars has grown 
to legendary proportions which 
may again lull the nation into 
another period of unpreparedness 
or lead to another period of dan- 
gerously rampant nationalism.” 
There was the War of 1812, he 
noted in a footnote recommending 
sources for “a realistic treatment” 
of its diplomatic and military 
aspects. He did not say in so 
many words who did lose that 
conflict with the British. 

Also, Thursfield labeled = as 
“patriotic propaganda” the pic- 
ture of George III that has come 
down through the years as a 
“monster of wickedness” solely to 
blame for the American Revolu- 


tion. 

Thursfield stressed that he 
would not, in teaching, over- 
emphasize “myths and legends” 
but would present them only as 
folklore, giving the students train- 
ing in taking things they hear 
with a grain of salt. 

Thursfield is editor of the Year- 
book, The social studies council 
is a department of the National 
Education Association, The Year- 
book sums up a 442-page study on 
American history with this find- 
ing: 

“If properly oriented and 
taught, American 
history can help strengthen our 
own nation and build a lasting 
peace. No subject offered in pur 


schools today deserve more ¢arer 
ful thought.” 

Thursfield said that Parson 
Weems’s long-discredited story of 
the boy Washington chopping 
down a cherry tree and sancti- 
moniously confessing it is a nat- 
ural for stimulating classroom 
questions, 

For example: “Who does Weems 
say told him the story? Does the 
age of a witness affect the faith 
that can be-placed in such a re- 
port? . . . What kind of a repu- 
tation did Weems have? , , 
How much truth, is 
Do Americans have 


well known? 
there in it? 


to believe such a story in order 
to appreciate the greatness of 
Washington as a man Or ag a 
great leader?”

Thursfield mentioned the Abra-

There were reports that acts of 
violence which greeted Sabri’s ap- 
pointment were instigated by Ma- 
homet Tekiang, deputy governor, 
who was said to hold a strong 
grudge against Sabri. 

The official Central News Agency 
said in.a dispatch from Tihwa, 
provincial capital, that natives of 
the Ili Ili area who had been in 
Tihwa were leaving for their 
j}homes and that Mahomet Tekiang 
also had gone to Ili Ili. The agency 
said this movement was taken as 
an indication that a decisive split 
was imminent, 

Central News also carried a dis- 
patch, quoting Gen, Chang Chih- 
chung, Chiang Kal-shek’s repre- 
sentative in the northwest, as say- 
ing in an address that the central 
government would never abandon 
Sinkiang or its population. 

“It is an absolute impossibility 
for any person or group of per- 
sons to lead Sinkiang astray from 
the central government’s principle 
of territorial integrity,” Chiang 
Was quoted as saying. 

Another Central News dispatch 
said unidentified reconnaissance 
planes had been making extensive 
flights over China’s northwestern 
frontier, apparently to survey top- 
ographical conditions. 

China charged early this sum- 
mer that planes bearing Soviet 
markings took part in a brief in- 
vasion of Sinkiang a Outer Mon- 
golians.

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MOUNT WASHINGTON TEST 
FOR NEW NAVY JET PLANE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (UP)— 
Wind-swept Mount Washington in 
the White Mountains has been se- 
lected by the Navy as the ice- 
testing ground for its “Phantom” 
jet fighter plane. 

The new plane will be fastened 
to the ground in a specially con 
structed shed and subjected to the 
icy blasts of the New England 
winter to see whether its wings or 
jet engine will ice up first, The 
6288-foot peak was chosen because 
of its severe icing conditions and 
150-mile-an-hour winds. 
Construction of the wind-tunnel 
for the tests will get under way 
in mid-September. The plane will 
be hauled to the top of the moun- 
tain on a railroad -flat car. 

The “Phantom,” first Navy 
fighter plane powered exclusively 
by jet engines, was designed and 
constructed at the Lambert-St. 
Louis Field plant of the McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. The plane has 
a top speed in excess of 500 miles 
an hour, an extremely high rate 
of climb, a range of about 1000 
miles and a service ceiling well 
over seven miles. It was tested 
successfully for aircraft carrier 
duty last year.

Salmon Fishing in Quebec 


It was nearly dusk and the 
fisherman's bane, those low-lying 
logs floating down to the pulp 


mill, were hard to see when the 
big salmon struck. He didn’t 
break water. There was just that 
first brutal smasning strike so 
characteristic of this powerful 
game fish.

Palestine, already torn by Jewish 
terrorist attacks designed to drive 
out the British who enforce limits 
on immigration, saw more than 
30 Jews and Arabs knifed, beaten, 
shot and blown to death. 

Many Zionists will be satisfied 
with nothing less than a Jewish 
state and unlimited immigration. 
Many Arabs are demanding an 
independent Arab Palestine and 
say they will fight to prevent the 
formation of any Jewish state, 
no matter how small a part of 
Palestine it wed be. 
There ig little expectation at 
resent that armies from Egypt, 
audi Arabia, Trans-Jordan, Leba- 
non, Syria, Irag and Yemen—the 
seven states of the Arab League 
—would actually fight In Pales- 
tine if the United Nations de- 
cided against the Arabs. 

Long Harassment Likely. 
But foreigners who have been 
in the Middle East a long time 
predict that Arabs and guerrilla 


fighters from most of those coun- 


tries would raid and harass Zion- 
ists in the Holy Land for years 
to come, 

Some observers believe such 
raiders would encounter’ well- 
armed Jewish forces, well-trained 
in fighting by years of service in 
the armies of varioug nations 
during the war. : 


Many of these were picked 
up by the Arabs, who also have 
stolen liberally from supply de- 
pots. 

The chance of strife-provoking 
incidents between Egyptians and 
British trodps has been minimized 
by the withdrawal of British 
forces from Cairo and Alexandria 
to the Suez Canal zone lest spring, 
but troops still rub elbows with 
Egyptians at the Canal Zone cities 
of Port Said and Ismailia. 


Prime Mifister Mahmond No- 
krashi Pasha, who warned the 
Security Council this week that 
popular resentment against the 
British might get out of hand, 
was at the head of the Egyptian 
Government in the epring of 1946, 
when student demonstrations 
against the troops turned into bat- 
tles with Egyptian police. He left 
office amid a storm of criticism, 
accused both of weakness in press- 
ing Egypt’s demands against Lon- 
don and harshness in dealing with 
the students, 

Several other riots in which 
more than a dozen Egyptians were 
killed and two British soldiers 
beaten to death occurred before 
his successor, Ismail Sidky Pasha, 
wiped out further demonstrations 
with stern police measures. 

The British, who contend they 
have the right to keep troops in 
the canal zone until 1956 under 


their 1936 alliance with Egypt, of- 


fered in negotiations with Sidky 
Pasha last year to get their sol- 
diers out of Egyptian territory be- 
fore the end of 1949. But the ne- 
gotiations broke down over the 
future status of the Sudan, now 
under joint rule of Britain and 
Eg:pt. Nokrashi Pasha then re-’ 
turned to power. 

There has been talk that Britain 
might move its main military base 
from the canal zone to the crown 
colony of Kenya, far south on 
the east coast of Africa. Advo- 
cates of this move say the Medi- 
terranean would be closed to 
shipping and the Suez Canal sub- 
ject to heavy air and rocket 
attack in any future war, and 
that Kenya would be a safer base 
for long-range bombers and soa 
shipping. Development of a big 
Kenya base would take several! 
years and much money, however. 

Other Garrisons. 

Britain maintains garrisons 
under treaty rights in two other 
Middle East countries, Iraq and 
Trans-Jordan, but London agreed 
some time ago to negotiate a 
revision of the pact with Iraq. 
Neither of these countries has 
much in the way of industrial fa- 
cilities to support a modern base. 
Egypt, most modernized of the 
Arab states, is gaining leadership

Riff Chief Promises War if U.N. 
Fails to Free Northwest Africa 


ABO EI Krim Says French Army Will Be 
‘Annihilated’ Quickly—Tells of Exile on 
Reunion Island. 


By MOHAMED WAGDI 

CAIRO, Aug. 16. (AP) — Emir 
Abd el Krim, the exiled Riff war- 
rior, says he will lead his tribes- 
men against the French army once 
more unless the U.N. achieves in- 
dependence for northwest Africa. 
“In my opinion the United Na- 
tions is a government over the 
whole world,” the 64-year-old Na- 
tionalist said in an exclusive inter- 
view. “It should carry its respon- 
sibilities in the maintenance of 
peace and security. If the U.N. 
fails to carry its responsibilities, 


our swords will be the arbiters.” 

Abd el Krim surprised the world 
between 1921 and 1926 with his 
stubborn campaigns against the 
Spanish and French in Morocco. 
Recently he and his family of 40 
emerged from 21 years’ exile on 
Reunion island, in the Indian 


ocean. 
The Riff chieftain and his party 
were enroute to a new exile on 
the French Riviera when they left 
their ship in Egypt and were

granted refuge by King Farouk. 
Since then the old warrior has 
rested in a hospital at Alexandria, 
conferred with other advocates of 
independence for the Arabic- 
speaking people of North Africa 
and established residence in a 
Cairo villa. 

If it comes to war between the 
Nationalists and France, he said, 
the French will be “annihilated” 
quickly, despite their large forces 
in North Africa. 

‘Committed Some Mistakes’ 

“If we had not committed some 
mistakes, France would have been 
wiped out of North Africa in eight 
days last time,” the Riff leader de- 
clared, 

Asked to explain these mistakes, 
Abd el Krim replied: _ ' 

“Oh, no! They are military se- 
crets. The enemy does not know 
them, I have not revealed them to 
anybody. I will make use of them 
in my future war against France.” 

The, Nationalist movement was 
started by his father, he related. 

“I was then 40 years old and 
fighting with him,” he said. “It 
was not a revolution. Revolution 
is an uprising against a legitimate 
government, Resistance is the 
word, It was an uprising for the 
defense of one’s country. . 

“Our tribe, numbering about 50,- 
000, was living in the unoccupied 
region of the country. My father, 
as chief of the tribe, was forced to 
accept the conditions of the pro- 
tectorate imposed by the Span- 
jards. Spain did not respect those 
conditions, because it was aiming 
at a military occupation of the 
country. Misconduct of the Span- 
iards drove my father to rise 
against them. One year later he 
died, and I took over, 

“My brother, Sidi Mohammed, 
assisted me, He led the armies on 
the eastern front, and I led the 
armies on the west.” 


Victory in First Battle. 


In the first battle, he said, 120 
tribesmen opposed 20,000 Spaniards 
and wiped them out, 

“We-.were the forces of right, 
having faith in God. They were 
double traitors, That is why we 
won and they were beaten.” 

Abd el Krim paused a moment. 

“I have beautiful memories of 
those glorious days. We did won- 
derful things. We had many 
sweeping victories.” 

Warfare, Abd el Krim said, is 
more of a talent than a profession. 

“Their organized armies were 
taught the principles of war in 
— We had' practical train- 

ng.” 

When he came to surrender he 


preferred the French to the Span- 
iards. 


“The French gave me a pledge 
of safety, which they later be- 
trayed, They said their pledge was 
‘a bait to trap the mouse,’ and I 
replied, ‘I never imagined the 
French had reached this level of 
cowardice, to betray the honor of 
a whole nation with one man.” 


The French, he continued, claim 
that he broke’ pledges to them re- 
cently by failing to go to France, 


“I always refused to do anything 
the French asked mg to do,” he 
said, “Once they asked me to 
make a statement that Petain’s 
regime was wonderful. At anoth- 
er time they asked me to give 
them my sons to join De Gaulle’s 
armies. I refused. When Bidault 
said recently that I broke my 
pledges with France, he was far 
from the truth. He knows per- 
fectly well that F made no pledges 
at all.” 


Recounts Long Exile. 


Regarding his long exile on 
Reunion Island, Abd el Krim re- 
lated: 


“We were given a dirty house. 
During the first ten years of our 
exile we were under continual 
watch. We were not allowed to 
read newspapers or to hear radio 
broadcasts. 

“The French alloted us a salary 
of 8000 francs at the beginning, 
which was increased after years to 
10,000, then to 16,000 and later to 
25,000. Thig sum could not sup- 
port a big family. It maintained 
us only ten days of the month. 

“The French told us ‘help your- 
selves,’ so we went into business. 
Some Indian Moslems loaned us 
capital by which we started trade 
and bought a farm, which we cul- 
tivated. My sons entered French 
schools there, I used to teach them 
Arabic and the Islamic faith. 

“Life was terrible, but there 
Was no Means of escape.” 

Asked his opinion of French re- 
forms in Morocco, Abd el Krim 
said: 

“They call them reforms, I call 
them attempts to consolidate their 
occupation of the country.” 

Discussing his hopes that the 
U.N, will help his people, he con- 
tinued: 

“T believe that America and Bri- 
tain will fight imperialism in 
order to avoid another world war. 


They realize that they fought the | 


last two wars because of this im- 
perialistic policy, America in par- 
ticular will force France out of 
North Africa in order to avoid 
dragging the world to a more ter- 
rible war. 

“It appears strange to me that 
Britain, which carried the burden 
of the last world war, is now set- 
tling her disputes with the coun- 
tries which had been occupied, 
while France, which fell in the 
early stages of the war, is atill 
fighting nationalists in Indochina 
and elsewhere, The Netherlands, 
too, whose contribution to the war 
was not great, is attacking a 
peaceful nation of about 65 mil- 
lions, It is very reasonable then 
that Britain and America will put 
an end to such aggressions aginst 
peaceful nations.” 

Abd el Krim said the case of his 
country would be raised shortly 
before the Wnited Nations and 
that he was depending on Abdul 
Rahman Azzam Pasha, secretary- 
general of the Arab League, to 
present it. 

Asked what form of govern- 
ment he favored in North Africa, 
he replied: 

“I am not concerned with that. 
I am only concerned with the libe- 
ration of the country. The form of 
government is a matter for the 
people to decide.”

Refoule asked an injunction 
against illegal detention or ques- 
tioning, against police threats, 
against the use of alleged threat- 
obtained @tatements in court. 

He also charged that he got 
from police what is commonly 
known as the third degree: that 
he was detained three times and 
grilled for a total of almost, 72 
hours; that he was shown photo- 
graphs of his nude, dead wife; 
that he was slapped, elbowed, 
cursed and forced to stand for 
long periods. He alleged that 
police not only roughed him up, 
but that Detective Capt, F 
Bradford, questioning him in his 
own home, drew a pistol, prof- 
fered it and asked, “Why don’t you 
take this and kill yourself?” 

Torture charges were aired in 
federal court July 30. The police 
denied them categorically, and 
introduced some affidavits of théir 
own. 


The testimony got so lurid that 
Federal Judge E. Marvin Under- 
wood, a dignified man, lookine 
out over a courtroom crowded 
with people, including bobby-soxed 
schoolgiris, barred any further 
testimony concerning alleged un- 
natural sexual acts. 

Final arguments in the injunc- 
tion proceedings will take place 
Sept. 8. Meanwhile, the police 
have announced Refoule will not 
be questioned again without -his 
lawyers being present. As for the 
damage suit, it is scheduled to go 
before a federal jury this fall.

A 
special writer mentioned rather casually in his column that 
day the discovery by Mr. Hesketh Pearson of the text of a new 
Sherlock Holmes story among the papers of. the late Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, whose biography Pearson was then en- 
gaged in writing.

Myers attributes his job to the 
fact that Jhe was born lazy. The 
son of a rgia farmer and hotel 
keeper, he caught the flying bug 
early from barnstorming pilots 
who toured the country in the pre- 
carious crates of the early '20s. 

“I decided I could go far te that 
business,” he grins, “and sit down 
all the way.”

HE ordinary “stewed fruit” is 
T ag different from a “fruit com- 

pote” as day is from night. 
During the sugar-scare era we had 
to stew our fruits sugariess, 
whether we liked it or not, but 
now we can return to the epi- 
curean custom of blanching and 


poaching them in a sugar sirup—| © 


a method that made fruit com- 


potes famous in Europe of the ‘ 


old days. 

Let’s begin with a simple apple 
compote—served nicely chilled, it 
makes a wonderful summertime 
dish, either to begin breakfast or 
to top off dinner. 

Take twelve nice rosy apples, 
peel them and core. them all. 
Leave six whole, and cut the other 
six in quarters, Boil the six whole 
cored ones in a sirup made of one 
pound of sugar to a generous cup 
of water, adding the finely cut 
peel and juice of one large lemon. 

hen the apples are well blanched, 
bit still firm and not mushy, take 
them out, and put them in a dish. 
Now 3 em the quartered apples into 
the p and let them boil to a 
jelly. Strain and pour 6ver the 
whole apples. Sprinkle with a lit- 
tle nutmeg. If this seems a heavier 
sirup than you like, use more 
water and less sugar to -achieve 
one to your taste. 
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AN APRICOT compote is de- 
licious, too. Cut a dozen of them 
in two, stone and peel them Care- 
fully. Rinse them in cold water 
and cook them in a sirup as you 
did the apples. Mix a half cupful 
of good apple jelly with the sirup, 
after you remove the apricots to 
their dish, mix jelly and sirup 
well, pour over the apricots an 
chill lightly. 

A compote of fresh figs is out 
of this world. Use figs that are 
not quite ripe, break off the 
stalks, prick them all over and 
simmer in the sugar and water 
sirup. Let them boil up several 
times. Then drain them with a 
skimmer, putting them into a 
dish. Let the sirup cook down a 
bit, after adding some lemon ‘juice 
to it for sharpness. Then pour 
it over the figs, and cool. 
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BACON-AND-EGG tarts may 
sound odd for cocktail party fare, 
but I can assure you they will be 
relished, especially by the men 

who dislike the usual 
pasteboard-tasting canapes. Fry, 
say about eight slices of bacon 
until crisp. Drain it on absorbent 


pieces. In @he bacon fat in the 
pan, saute a teaspoon or so of 
finely minced onion. 


Beat up six eggs until foamy 
and add about six tablespoons of 
milk, a couple of tablespoons of 
chopped parsley, salt, pepper and 
mustard to Now add the 
sauteed onion, and the bacon bits, 
and mix all well together. Fill 
little tart shells or bounchees 
with the bacon-and-egg mixture 
and bake in a moderate oven un- 
til well set. These must be served 
hot, at once.

A SOUP THAT fairly breathes 
vitamins, as well as being deli- 
cious to eat and lovely to look at, 
is a “Green Soup” that id a fa- 
vorite of a friend of mine who 
has made it a-specialty. Bring 
five cups of beef and ham stock 
to a boil. (if you don't have the 
stock, beef boufllon can be used.) 
Add one cup raw minced spinach, 
half a cup raw minced onions, 
and half a cup raw mixed greens, 
such as ‘kale, sorrel and beet tops. 
Toss in a bouquet of parsley, tar- 
ragon, chervil and rosemary. Sim- 
mer all slowly for one hour, then 
remove the pan from the fire and 
remove the herb bouquet. 

Mix a tablespoan of flour with 
five tablespoons sour cream, unti 
it becomes a smocth paste. Stir 
this in the soup, retura soup to 
fire, and.stir unt thick and just 
ready to boil. Serve with a spoon- 
ful of sour cream floating on top 
of each plateful.

TRANGE streaks of reddish water stretching for miles in the 


) Gulf of Mexico were first noticed off the southwest coast of 


Florida more than three weeks ago. Mystery and stench 
surrounded the “red tide,” as fishermen referred to the dingy water. 
How deep the discoloration extended no one knew, but it seemed 
that every fish that swam into the reddish water died quickly. 

The red tide moved lowly northward parallel to the coast, 
10 to 20 miles offshore. By the time it reached the vicinity of 
St. Petersburg, halfway up the Florida peninsula, it carried the 
rotting remains of millions of fish. Most of them were small grunt, 
a non-edible bottom dweller, but there were also some muilet, 
trout, grouper and a few large tarpon and jewfish. 

The p of the red tide accounted for another unusual 
sight. Many thousands of Man-of-War Birds, apparently attracted 
by the fish, gathered on Bird Key. Never before had the big, 
high-flying frigate. birds been seen in such numbers. | 

Much of the time the floating fish were scattered over broad 
areas of the Gulf. At intervals they were massed by passing tide 
tips, which ed them into miles-long lines. For more than a 
week the collection bobbed in the swells off the coast of populous 
Pinellas County. Tons of smelly fish from fringes of the mass

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were washed ashore on beaches near St. Petersburg and Clear- 
water. They were quickly buried, but tourist business dropped 
off considerably. 

Some persons theorized that the red tide had been caused by 
poison war gas dumped into the Gulf by the Army; others blamed 
it on tiny marine organisms. The latter view was shared by most 
marine biologists, who have been familiar with the natural 
phenomenon of “red water” for many years. 

Red water—probably the same thing as Florida's red tide— 
is caused by a microscopic, single-celled organism of the dino- 
flagellata order of protozoa. It is part of the floating fauna, or 
plankton, of the sea. When millions upon millions of these minute 
phytoplanktonic cells swarm together, perhaps three million per 

art of sea water, they form such a dense mass that they discolor 

e ocean. Fish that swim into the jelly-like mass are suffocated 
or poisoned. But what causes the organisms to become concentrated 
is not known. 

A species of dinoflagellata named the gonyaulax polyedra 
Stein may have caused the red tide. It was this organism that 
was responsible for wholesale destruction of inshore fish off the 
Southern California coast in 1901. 3

CE CREAM, made home-style in a hand-cranked freezer 
on the back porch or in basement, is a hot-weather 
dessert in the best American tradition. A popular kind 

is that made with fresh ches. 

One secret of smooth, velvety ice cream is slow turn- 
ing. Another is per “ripening,” the period elapsing 
between the completion and serving of the ice cream. 

Fresh ch ice ¢ream, as made Virginia Kriet- 
meyer, on the Home Service staff at Laclede Gas Company, 
has a custard base with heavy, or whipping cream, and 
diced peaches added. 

To make custard, scald coffee cream over low heat. 
Mix half a cup of sugar, salt and tabl n cornstarch 
with one cup of the heavy cream. Stir into scalded 
cream and cook, stirring eaneeages b until thickened. Beat 
two eggs until thick and lemon co Put a few spoon- 
fuls of the hot cream mixture in beaten eggs to prevent 
curdling, then stir eggs quickly into mixture, which should 
then be heated, but only until thick. Set aside to cool, then 
add flavorings, sugared peaches and remaining cream, 
and chill. 

Pour chilled mixture into freezing container, filling can 
three-fourths to allow for expansion. Set dasher, lid, and 
crank in place. Fill freezer bucket around can with alter- 
nate layers of chopped ice and rock salt, allo three 
to six measures of ice to one of salt. Turn cr until 
dasher begins to pull. During “ripening” cover freezer 
with canvas or eg of carpet to hold cold. 

INGRED . Three cups peeled, diced 
two teaspoons lemon juice, one cup sugar, one tablespoon 
cornstarch, one-third teaspoon salt, two cups heavy cream, 
one and one-third cups coffee cream, two n eggs, one 
tablespoon vanilla, one-eighth teaspoon almond extract. 
This amount will make two quarts of ice cream, enough 


for eight portions.
